in such a manner as to endanger the comfort and health of 
nearby neighbors.

To School 
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About Our Schools 
By Lynn Twitty 


Two • hundred and twenty -five 
teachers are participating in the 
pre-school workshop this week. 
On Monday, the opening session, 
Neal Neff, of Tirkio, Mo., 
au­ 
thority on the ungraded school 
program , made the keynote ad­ 
dress. He 
later spoke to sep­ 
arate 
groups 
of 
elementary 
teachers and secondary 
level 
teachers. 
His theme, 
in es­ 
sence, was that children should 
move along In the 
educational 
program at their own 
rate 
rtf 
speed in relation to their abili­ 
ties rather than on the basis of 
age or grade. These latter clas­ 
sifications, 
i.e., age and grade 
are artificial distinctions usually 
with little or no relationship to 
the child's 
learning 
abilities. 
Although here 
we still use age 
and grade as classifications. We 
try to move the child in relation 
to his 
speed of learning, 
his 
capacity 
to develop, 
by trying 
to adapt 
his 
work load to his 
learning abilities. 
It 
is prob­ 
able that we will in the future 
move further 
toward 
the 
un­ 
graded 
system as we think it 
has more 
advantages than dis­ 
advantages. 
Teachers will devote the lat­ 
ter days uf the week to working 
in 
their 
own departments or 
classroom s where they will pre­ 
pare lesson plans, instructional 
m aterials, etc., to begin full time 
classes next Monday. 
We 
consider the 
preschool 
workshop to be extremely help­ 
ful 
in 
preparing 
for a good 
school opening. 


At 
last count 
there are 458 
separate 
government agencies 
whose 
purpose 
is to provide 
some service 
to people of an 
educational or service 
nature. 
It seem s that we must work with 
about all of them. We are of the 
opinion that these agencies could 
be 
consolidated 
into a 
much 


lesser number. Many of 
them 
seem to 
duplicate 
the 
func­ 
tions of other agencies. 
We 
suspect that there is 
dupllca- 
tion and 
that 
som etim es com­ 
munications 
"breakdowns” re ­ 
sult in inefficiency and waste. 
Many 
will 
rem em ber 
when 
there were 10 or 
12 
different 
agricultural 
agencies within a 
single county all trying, -with 
varying degrees of success,to 
do about the same thing 
for 
farm ers. 
Luckily 
these 
have 
been consolidated into fewer and 
more 
effective 
departm ents. 


A 
recent 
study 
made 
by 
the United 
States 
office 
of 
Education, was 
critical of the 
St. Louis 
Public 
School sys­ 
tem . They said the schools there 
are static and reluctant to adopt 
new approaches to education. 
Whether or not this is true, 
and 
it 
may 
be, we can think 
of many reasons why it is diffi­ 
cult for Missouri schools, 
the 
St. Louis 
system included, 
to 
Innovate or to use 
educational 
methods 
that most 
educators 
know about and would usually like 
to adopt. 
In spite of continued improve­ 
ment in educational financing by 
the state legislature, 
state fi­ 
nancial 
support 
of 
schools 
in Missouri is much below the 
national average and even more 
behind in relation to M issouri's 
ability 
to pay for 
good educa­ 
tion. It takes money to improve 
and innovate and many Missouri 
schools 
simply do not have it. 
Another 
problem which Mis­ 
souri schools must 
face is the 
antequate 
and 
unrealistic pro­ 
visions that school bond Issues 
and 
certain 
taxes 
must be 
voted by 2/3 majority. 
This is 
ridiculousl 
We 
can 
elect 
a 
representative, 
practically all 
our public officials, a governor 
and in effect 
a president by a 


simple 
majority but 
a simple 
najority of the voters 
cannot 
make a decision when it comes 
to educating their children. 
Until we indicate a willingness 
to pay for schooling 
our chil­ 
dren on the basts of 
our 
fi­ 
nancial ability as a state and as 
long as we cling to such undem­ 
ocratic voting procedures, many 
Missouri schools will 
continue 
to lag In maintaining the kind of 
educational program which we 
could have.

A feasibility study report pre­ 
pared by an areas community col­ 
lege committee, with the assis­ 
tance of 
Don 
L ittrell, Univer­ 
sity of Missouri Community De­ 
velopment agent, indicates that

Two • hundred and twenty -five 
teachers arc oartlcipatlng in the 
pre-school workshop this week.
